CZECHOSLOVAKIA, LAOS, SUDAN AND CYPRUS. 

WITHOUT DISCUSSION, BUT BY VOTE OF 80-9(US)-4, GA APPROVED COMITE 
4 REPORT (A/9174) PROPOSING LEADERS OF AFRICAN NATIONAL 
LIBERATION MOVEMENTS RECOGNIZED BY OAU CONTINUE TO PARTICIPATE 
AS OBSERVERS IN COMITE S PROCEEDINGS RELATING TO THEIR 
RESPECTIVE COUNTRIES. COMITE 5 REPORT (A/9175) THAT APPROVAL 
OF PROPOSAL WOULD INCUR ADDITIONAL APPROPRIATION OF $13,400 
WAS ACCEPTED 78-8(US)-4. COMITE 5 RECOMMENDATION THAT SATORU 
TAKAHASHI (JAPAN) BE APPOINTED TO ACABQ FOR PERIOD BEGINNING 
ON DATE OF PRESENT RES AND ENDING DEC. 31, 1974 ENDORSED BY 
CONSENSUS WITHOUT COMMENT.

FOLLOWING SECOND GA DEBATE STATEMENT, SOV REP MALIK, 

REQUESTING TO SPEAK URGENTLY.TOLD GA CHILEAN JUNTA PLANNED

WHO PROPOSED GA PRES AND SYG CABLE CHILEAN LEADERS URGING

BY BULGARIA, POLAND, CZECHOSLOVAKIA, HUNGARY, GDR, MONGOLIA,

BARZAN, DENOUNCING SOV CHARGE, STATED HUMAN LIFE NEVER SACRED 
IN USSR WHERE ANYONE WHO DISAGREED WITH KREMLIN EXECUTED 
AND COMMUNIST PRESS DISTORTING SITUATION IN CHILE. HE 
TOLD GA CORVALAN NOT YET CHARGED NOR CONDEMNED, WOULD ENJOY 
ALL GUARANTEES UNDER CHILEAN LAW, AND REPORT OF OCT. 3 
EXECUTION WAS "MONSTROUS EXAMPLE OF CYNICISM."

AFGHANISTAN- AMB. ABDUR-RAHMAN PAZHWAK WELCOMED INDEPENDENCE 
OF GUINEA (B) AND DECLARED AFGHANISTAN'S RECOGNITION OF 
NEW NATION. HE STATED THAT WITH ABOLITION OF MONARCHY AND 
PROCLAMATION OF REPUBLIC, NEW ORDER HAD BEEN CREATED IN 
AFGHANISTAN WHICH HAD FULL SUPPORT OF MAJORITY OF PEOPLE. 

HE ANNOUNCED NATIONAL ELECTIONS WOULD BE HELD FOLLOWING 
FORMULATION OF NEW CONSTITUTION AND THAT NEW REGIME WOULD 
PURSUE ECONOMIC, SOCIAL AND POL REFORM, INCLUDING LAND REFORM. 

IN INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS, PAZHWAK STATED AFGHAN POLICY ONE

UNRESOLVED. HE DECLARED PAK REFUSED RECOGNIZE "LEGITIMATE 
DEMANDS OF OVER SEVEN MILLION PEOPLE, SEPARATED BY MILITARY 
FORCE OF COLONIAL POWER FROM THEIR FATHERLAND, AFGHANISTAN". 

ON ME, HE SUPPORTED ARAB CAUSE AND STATED INDIVIDUAL AND 
COLLECTIVE MEASURES SHOULD BE TAKEN AGAINST ISRAEL WITHIN 
PROVISION OF CHAPTER VII OF UN CHARTER. HE STATED AFGHANISTAN

ACCOMMODATE CHANGES IN BALANCE OF INFLUENCE OF MEMBERS. 

HE DESCRIBED UNCURK'S RECOMMENDATION ON ITS DISSOLUTION AS 
"TIMELY INITIATIVE" AND EXPRESSED HOPE GA AVOID POLEMICAL 
CONFRONTATION AND ARRIVE AT "CONSTRUCTIVE CONSENSUS" ON 
KOREAN QUESTION. CITING DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS WITH PRC, DRVN, 

AND TRADE RELATIONS WITH DPRK, HE STATED GOA ACTIVE IN 
EXTENDING BILATERAL RELATIONSHIPS AND IN BROADENING RELATIONS 
WITH ASIAN AND PACIFIC NATIONS. MIN NOTED GOA ENCOURAGED

BANGLADESH UN ADMISSION WOULD SOON BE REMOVED. VOICING

MOROCCO-FONMIN AHMED TAIBI BENHIMA WELCOMED ADMISSION OF 
BAHAMAS, GDR, AND FRG AND SAID UN MUST CONGRATULATE ITSELF FOR 
TAKING ADDITIONAL STEPS TO MAKE UN MORE UNIVERSAL ORGANIZATION. 
FONMIN DECLARED ADMISSION OF TWO GERMANY IS POSITIVE SIGN OF 
"CERTAIN DETENTE IN EUROPE" AND EXPRESSED HOPE THAT DETENTE 
UNCLASSIFIED

PORTUGAL-UNMOVED BY WALKOUT OF ALMOST ALL AFRICAN DELEGATES 
AND FEW OF THEIR NON-ALIGNED SYMPATHIZERS. FONMIN RUI PATRICIO 
DEVOTED MOST OF HIS 40-MINUTE GA SPEECH TO AFRICAN ISSUES. 
REFERING TO PORTUGUESE AFRICAN LIBERATION MOVEMENTS. BUT 
NOT MENTIONING THEM BY NAME, FONMIN ASSERTED THAT MANY 
MOVEMENTS HAVE EMERGED IN INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY DEMANDING 
RIGHT OF SELF-DETERMINATION. THESE GROUPS LACK "SIGNIFICANT 
POPULAR SUPPORT" AND ARE SUSTAINED ALMOST EXCLUSIVELY 
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IN THEIR MILITARY, TERRORIST AND PSUEDO-DIPLOMATIC ACTIVITIES 
BY EXTERNAL SUPPORT ONLY. PATRICIO ACCUSED VERY COUNTRIES 
WHICH GRANT MOST ASSISTANCE TO THESE MOVEMENTS AS COUNTRIES 
THAT HAVE LEAST AMOUNT FREEDOM AND HUMAN RIGHTS IN THEIR OWN 
CITIZENS. PATRICIO REAFFIRMED PORTUGAL'S SUPPORT OF PRINCIPLE 
OF HUMAN RIGHTS AND SELF-DETERMINATION. BUT WARNED THAT IT 
CANNOT LET THIS PRINCIPLE BE BASIS FOR INTERFERENCE IN ITS 
INTERNAL AFFAIRS. FONMIN DECLARED THAT AFRICAN NATIONS HAVE 
USED LIBERATION STRUGGLE TO FURTHER THEIR OWN INTERESTS AND 
ACCUSED UN OF FOLLOWING LEAD OF AFRICANS IN GRANTING LEGAL 
STATUS TO ORGANIZATIONS THAT LACK IT, SAYING IF THIS CONTINUES, 

UN WILL DEVOLVE INTO BRANCH OF OAU. FONMIN CALLED OAU, 

RACIST ORGANIZATION AND ITS DENUNCIATION OF PORTUGAL AS 
LEGITIMATE AFRICAN COUNTRY AS "SMOKESCREEN" TO HID TRUE PROBLEMS 
OF AFRICA - POVERTY, ILLITERACY AND ECONOMIC UNDERDEVELOPMENT. 
FONMIN DENIED THAT PORTUGAL IS THREAT TO PEACE IN SOUTHERN 
AFRICA, SAYING THAT IT WILLING TO RENOUNCE AGGRESSION IN AFRICA 
AND SIGN NON-AGGRESSION TREATIES WITH ANY AFRICAN STATES. 

DESPITE ARMED ATTACKS ON PORTUGUESE TERRITORIES, FONMIN PATRICIO 
INDICATED MANY REFORMS HAD TAKEN PLACE IN OVERSEAS TERRITORIES. 

HE NOTED ADVANCES IN EDUCATION, ECONOMIC PROGRESS, AND THAT 
MAJORITY OF VOTERS IN 1973 ELECTIONS IN AFRICA WERE BLACK AND 
THAT NUMBER OF BLACKS IN LEGISLATIVE COUNCILS HAD VASTLY 
INCREASED. FONMIN DECLARED THAT ALTHOUGH HE CANNOT "FORESEE 
FUTURE", "PORTUGUESE NATION IS HEAD TOWARDS GREAT EURO- 
AFRICAN STATE, WITH BLACK MAJORITY IN POLITICAL DOMINANCE." 

HE SAID THAT IF PORTUGAL ABANDONED ITS AFRICAN TERRITORIES, 

ETHNIC CONFLICT WOULD ENSUE. FONMIN REITERATED THAT THERE 
IS NO DISCRIMINATION IN PORTUGUESE AFRICA. DENOUNCED EASTERN 
BLOC AND SCANDINAVIAN COUNTRIES FOR PROVIDING ASSISTANCE TO 
LIBERATION GROUPS. REPUDIATED MASSACRES IN MOZAMBIQUE, 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AND REAFFIRMED OFFER TO HOLD TALKS WITH OAU OR ANY OTHER 
AFRICAN STATES WITHOUT PRIOR CONDITIONS AND WITH "NO 
LIMITATIONS ON SUBJECT MATTER OR AGENDA." TURING TO OTHER 
ISSUES, FONMIN APPLAUDED RESULTS OF DETENTE AND EXPRESSED 
HOPE THAT CSCE WOULD RESULT IN CLIMATE OF BETTER RELATIONS 
BETWEEN EUROPEAN COUNTRIES. 

MEXICO-FONMIN RABASA GAVE GENERAL DEBATE SPEECH FOCUSING ON LA 
APPROACH TO REGIONAL AND WORLD PROBLEMS. HE LAMENTED DEATH OF 
ALLENDE, WHO WAS "CHAMPION OF DEMOCRACY," AND SAID COUP ENDED 
HOPES OF MANY FOR LIBERTY/JUSTICEIN CHILE. HIS COUNTRY 
RESPECTS LA ASYLUM CONVENTIONS AND HE CALLED FOR STRICT 
OBSERVANCE OF THEM. HE SAID SANTIAGO EMBASSY HOLD MANY 
CHILEANS WHO SOUGHT REFUGE. HE EXPRESSED CONCERN OVER FOREIGNERS 
IN CHILE, REFUGEES WHO ESCAPED, AND CALLED FOR GA VIGILANCE 
OVER POLITCAL PRISONERS REMAINING. RABASA RECONFIRMED 
GOM SUPPORT FOR FIGHT AGAINST OPPRESSION IN SOUTHERN AFRICA. 

ON LOS, FONMIN SUPPORTED PLAN FOR TWO-WEEK ORGANIZATIONAL 
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MEETING IN NEW YORK IN NOVEMBER, SUGGESTED PRELIMINARY MEETING 
IN MARCH/APRIL IN NY OR GENEVA TO DISCUSS CRUX OF SEABEDS 
PROBLEMS FOLLOWED BY JULY OR AUGUST MEETING ON LEGAL 
INSTRUMENTS EXCLUSIVELY (HE DID NOT MENTION SITE OF THIS LATTER 
MEETING). HE SUPPORTED "PATRIMONIAL SEA" CONCEPT OF 
ECONOMIC ZONE UP TO 200MILES IN WHICH COASTAL STATES WOULD 
HAVE RIGHT TO EXPLOITATION OF RENEWABLE AND NON-RENEWABLE 
RESOURCES, WITH FULL RESPECT FOR RIGHTS OF OTHERS, AND SAID 
THIS SUGGESTION WOULD HAVE WIDESPREAD SUPPORT. 

ON DISARMAMENT, RABASA CRITICIZED CCD FOR STAGNATION 
AND SAID GA SHOULD REORGANIZE OR REPLACE IT SO NEW ORGAN 
IS EFFECTIVE AND CAN ENSURE NUCLEAR POWER PARTICIPATION. 

HE SUPPORTED WDC AND SAID IMPROVED DISARMAMENT ORGAN 
SHOULD BE SET UP. HE ASKED GA TO RECONFIRM GENERAL AND COMPLETE 
DISARMAMENT GOAL, TO CALL FOR CESSATION OF ALL NUCLEAR TESTS 
AND PRODUCTION OF CHEMICAL WEAPONS. HE WELCOMED USSR PROPOSAL 
WHICH WOULD PROVIDE FOR REDUCTION OF MILITARY BUDGETS AND 
RECHANNELING OF FUNDS TO LDCS. HE ASKED USSR, WHICH IS ONLY 
NUCLEAR POWER OUTSTANDING, TO ACCEPT PROTOCOL II OF 
TLATELOLCO TREATY AND COOPERATE WITH LA DENUCLEARIZATION 
PROGRAM. IN ECONOMIC SPHERE, RABASA CALLED FOR MORE 
EQUITABLE TRADE AGREEMENTS THROUGH GATT AND EASIER ACCESS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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BY LDCS TO WORLD MARKETS. HE CONCENTRATED MANY FINAL MINUTES 
APPEALING TO GA TO ENDORSE MEXICAN PROPOSED CHARTER OF 
ECONOMIC RIGHTS AND DUTIES WHICH. HE SAID, IS ECONOMIC 
ALLIANCE THAT CAN UNIT COUNTRIES IN PROGRESS AND WELL-BEING. 

THE MOMENT TO ACT HAD ARRIVED. HE WAS PLEASED SECRETARY 
KISSINGER MADE POSITIVE REFERENCE TO CHARTER AND RECALLED 
NON-ALIGNED CONF DECISION TO ASK GA TO GIVE URGENT ATTENTION TO 
CHARTER'S ADOPTION. (REPEATED INFO MEXICO CITY) 
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TSR A F. T FONMTN EBAN GAVE LENGTHY SPEECH WHICH CONCENTRATED 
ALMOST EXCLUSIVELY ON ME AND WAS APPEAL TO ARAB STATES TO 
TAKE HEART FROM DETENTE IN WORLD AND START NEGOTIATING PROCESS. 

HE SAID MODERN DAY DETENTE RECOGNIZED THAT AGREEMENT CAN BE 
REACHED BETWEEN IDEOLOGICALLY DIFFERING COUNTRIES. HE NOTED 
THAT RECENT MAJOR AGREEMENTS HAVE TAKEN PLACE OUTSIDE UN 
FORUM AND SAID UN ROLE SHOULD BE TO PROMOTE AGREEMENTS WHICH, 

IN TURN. MUST BE ACHIEVED BY PARTIES THEMSELVES. HE CITED 
BRANDT SPEECH ENDORSING DIRECT TALKS AND KISSINGER SPEECH 
WHICH SAID MAJOR COUNTRY DIPLOMACY CANNOT SUBSTITUTE FOR 
ARAB-ISRAELI AGREEMENT. BILATERAL AGREEMENT CANNOT BE 
ESCAPED BY BAD PUBLIC DEBATE. IN PASSING REFERENCE, HE 
CRITICIZED UN RULINGS WHICH ARE BASED ON NUMBER OF VOTES 
AND SAID UN SHOULD NOT ADJUDICATE BUT HAVE PARLIAMENTARY 
ROLE IN SOLVING PROBLEMS BEST WORKED OUT BY REGION THEMSELVES. 

IN SPECIFICS, EBAN SAID ARABS ARE IN "EXCITED IMPERIALISTIC 
MOOD", POINTED OUT THAT ALL STATES WHO CALL FOR WITHDRAWAL DO 
NOT SAY THEY WILL RECOGNIZE ISRAEL AS SOVEREIGN STATE, 

CRITICIZED NAZI AND ANTI-SEMETIC LITERATURE WHICH, HE SAID, 

IS PASSED OUT IN CAIRO EVEN FROM EMBASSY AND SAID ARABS IN 
WORDS AND ACTIONS ARE STILL BELLIGERANT. FOR HER PART, 
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ISRAEL ACCEPTS RES 242, HAS RESPONDED OVER YEARS TO SEPARATE 
INITIATIVES TO START NEGOTIATING PROCESS AND LISTED RESPONSES. 

IN MEANTIME, HE SAID, ISRAEL HAS ABSTAINED FROM CHANGING 
POLITICAL AND JUDICIAL STATUS OF TERRITORIES, HAS OPENED 
BORDERS TO FREE MOVEMENT OF ARABS AND HAS PLACED JERUSALEM 
UNDER CHRISTIAN AND MOSLEM AUTHORITIES. EMPHASIZING ISRAELI 
CONCERN WITH SECURITY WHICH, HE EXPLAINED, IS BASED ON HISTORY, 
HIS GOVT ACCEPTS FOLLOWING: NEGOTIATION BY ANY PROCEDURE 
MUTUALLY AGREED; 242 AS BASIS OF NEGOTIATION AND AUGUST 4, 

1970 MEMORANDUM WHICH IS IN FORCE; ACCEPTS PRINCIPLE OF 
WITHDRAWAL "IN CONTEXT OF FINAL PEACE" AND TO BOUNDARIES 
AGREED TO BY PARTIES. 

SPEAKING SPECIFICALLY ABOUT JORDAN-ISRAELI AGREEMENT, EBAN 
SAID ISRAEL DOES NOT INTEND TO HAVE PALESTINIAN ARABS ON 
WEST BANK UNDER THEIR SOVEREIGNTY-RATHER, THEIR FUTURE MUST 
BE DECIDED WITHIN AN "ARAB FRAMEWORK" SINCE MAJORITY OF 
JORDAN POPULATION ARE PALESTINIANS. "IN PEACE SETTLEMENT 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AREA OF FORMER PALESTINE MANDATE ON BOTH SIDES OF JORDAN 
BETWEEN DESERT AND SEA WOULD HAVE TWO STATES— ISRAEL AND 
AN ARAB STATE WHICH WOULD BE PALESTINIAN ARAB STATE IN ITS 
COMPOSITION, WHATEVER ITS NAME OR CONSTITUIIONAL STRUCTURE. 

IT WOULD BE NORMAL FOR PALESTINIAN ARABS TO BE INCLUDED 
IN DELEGATION WHICH WOULD NEGOTIATE PEACE BETWEEN JORDAN 
AND ISRAEL." 

IN REMAINING SPEECH, FONMIN APPEALED TO SOVIET UNION ON 
BEHALF OF GENERAL JEWISH POPULATION AND INTELLECTUALS AND 
TO WORLD ON BEHALF OF JEWS IN IRAQ AND SYRIA. LAMENTING UN 
FAILURE TO ACHIEVE MAJORITY FOR EFFECTIVE ACTION AGAINST 
TERRORISM, HE PROPOSED THAT LIKEMINDED INTERESTED NATIONS 
CONVENE TO FORMULATE CONVENTION WHICH WOULD ENGAGE 
THEMSELVES AND LATER ATTRACT GRADUAL BRAOD CONSENSUS. 

IN CONCLUSION, EBAN SAID UN SHOULD CONCENTRATE ON PROBLEMS OF 
WORLD SCOPE, LIKE ENVIRONMENT, RESOURCES LOS, LEAVING REGIONAL 
DISPUTES TO COUNTRIES WHICH HAVE "ULTIMATE RESPONSIBILITY". 
(REPEATED INFO AMMAN, BEIRUT, CAIRO, JERUSALEM, TEL AVIV) 

MALAGASY REPUBLIC-IN FORCEFUL SPEECH, FONMIN DIDIER RATSIRAKA 
LAMENTED IMPOTENCE OF UN IN ME, SOUTH AFRICA, VIET-NAM AND 
OTHER AREAS. IN LENGTHY ANALYSIS OF ME SITUATION, HE CITED 
"PLAN OF INTERNATIONAL ZIONIST AGGRESSION" AND STRONGLY 
EMPHASIZED RIGHTS OF PALESTINIAN PEOPLE IN AREA. CONDEMNING 
NEO-COLONIALISM AND DAILY ATROCITIES CARRIED OUT IN SOUTH 
AFRICA, HE MAINTAINED NATO MEMBERS AND IMPERIALISTS SUPPORTED 
REGIME AND THAT SILENT COMPLICITY OF SOME AND ACTIVE 
SUPPORT OF OTHERS ENABLED SOUTH AFRICA TO SURVIVE. FONMIN 
CHARGED FOREIGN INTERFERENCE CONTINUES IN INDOCHINA IN SUBTLE 
FORMS AND MAINTAINED SOLUTION POSSIBLE ONLY THROUGH TRUE 
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SELF-DETERMINATION AND COMPLETE WITHDRAWAL OF FOREIGN FORCES. 
TENDENCY OF SUPERPOWERS TO NEGOTIATE AMONG THEMSELVES.HE 
ASSERTED, DID NOT INCREASE SECURITY OF SMALLER NATIONS; 

INSTEAD, MADE THEM SUSPICIOUS OF DETENTE. RATSIRAKA CITED 
ZONES OF PEACE AS INSTRUMENTS IN ACHIEVING DISARMAMENT AND 
SECURITY, AND NOTED MALAGASY CONTRIBUTIONS TO PEACE IN INDIAN 
OCEAN. AFFIRMING MALAGASY SUPPORT FOR LIBERATION MOVEMENTS, 
HE WELCOMED INDEPENCENCE OF GUINEA (B). VOICING SUPPORT 
FOR DPRK PROPOSAL, FONMIN STATED KOREAN SOLUTION DEPENDS ON 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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ABILITY OF KOREAN PEOPLE TO FORGE COMMON DESTINY. ON LOS, 

HE DECLARED MADAGASCAR HAD EXTENDED LIMIT OF ITS TERRITORIAL 
WATERS TO 50 NAUTICAL MILES FROM BASE LINE, AND ITS EXCLUSIVE 
ECONOMIC ZONE TO 150 MILES IN ORDER TO ENSURE PROTECTION 
FROM INVASION. IN ECONOMIC SPHERE, FONMIN URGED ORGANIZED 
UNITY OF THIRD WORLD AND CHALLENGED DEVELOPING NATIONS 
TO COMPEL INDISTRIALIZED COUNTRIES TO APPRECIATE THEIR 
VIEWPOINT BY STRICTER CONTROL OF THEIR OWN NATURAL 
RESOURCES. (REPEATED INFO TANANARIVE)

HE HOPED CONSTITUTIONAL EGALITY WOULD SOON BE RESTORED. 

FONMIN STATED CSCE SHOULD PROMOTE FREER EXCHANGE OF MEN AND 
IDEAS, NOTING THAT THIS WAS NOT ATTEMPT TO INTERVENE IN INTERNAL 
AFFAIRS BUT APPEAL FOR TRUE DETENTE. ON ME, FONMIN THORN 
URGED SOLUTION BASED ON PRINCIPLES OF UN CHARTER AND RES 242. 

HE ADDED THAT ISRAELI WITHDRAWAL FROM OCCUPIED TERRITORIES 
MUST BE CONSIDERED IN CONTEXT OF SECURE AND RECOGNIZED 
BOUNDARIES FOR ISRAEL AND CAUTIONED THAT NO FINAL SETTLEMENT 
WAS POSSIBLE, IF IMPORTANCE OF PALESTINIAN SITUATION 
UNDERESTIMATED. FONMIN FIRMLY OPPOSED ANY POLICY OF 
COLONIALISM OR RACISM BUT STATED THAT HE DID NOT BELIEVE 
EXCLUSION OF SUCH GOVERNMENTS FROM UN CONSTITUTED BEST MEANS 
TO CHANGE POLICIES. HE CALLED FOR CONDEMNATION OF TERRORIST 
ACTS AND GA ADOPTION OF MEASURES ON TERRORISM. FONMIN URGED 
EFFORTS TO SOLVE COMPLEX ECONOMIC PROBLEMS AND INCREASE 
AID TO LDC'S AND ENDORSED WORLD FOOD CONFERENCE PROPOSED BY 
SEC KISSINGER. (REPEATED INFO LUXEMBOURG) 

ARGENTINA-FONMIN ALBERTO IUAN VIGNES FOCUSED MOST OF HIS 
GENERAL DEBATE SPEECH ON NEED FOR LATIN AMERICAN UNITY AND 
UK/ARGENTINA DISPUTE OVER MALDIVES ISLANDS. FOCUSING ON LA 
UNITY, FONMIN DECLARED THAT ALL COUNTRIES OF LA WOULD HAVE 
TO JOIN FORCES IN FUTURE IN ORDER TO CONFRONT NEW IMPERIALIST 
THREATS THAT LIE AHEAD. VIGNES DECLARED THAT THERE MUST 
BE "SINGLE AND INDISOLUBLE" LA. ALTHOUGH THIS CANNOT BE 
DONE OVERNIGHT, HE WARNED THAT IF IT IS NOT DONE, LA WILL REMAIN 
SPLINTERED AND WEAKENED. HE DECLARED THAT QUEST FOR PROFIT 
HAS NOT BEEN ABANDONED BY SOME GOVERNMENTS AND MULTINATIONAL 
CORPORATIONS. IN MOVEMENT TOWARD UNITY, VIGNES DECLARED THAT 
EACH MUST PLAY HIS OWN ROLE IN THIS PROCESS AND THAT "NO 
IDEOLOGICAL BARRIER MUST BE ALLOWED TO PREVAIL" OVER THESE 
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EFFORTS. VIGNES ASSERTED THAT ENERGIES OF ALL LA PEOPLES 
MUST BE CHANNELED TOWARD COOPERATION WITH ALL WHO DESIRE 
TO BUILD ECONOMIC, SOCIAL AND POLITICALLY IUST WORLD. 

STATING HIS IDEAS COINCIDED WITH CONCEPTS OF THIRD WORLD, 

FONMIN DECLARED ARGENTINA WAS NOW FULL MEMBER OF NON-ALIGNED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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GROUP AND SUPPORTED ITS POSITIONS. FONMIN SAID THIRD WORLD 
CANNOT BE LEFT OUT IN COLD WHEN BIG POWERS MAKE THEIR 
DECISIONS. 

TURNING TO QUESTION OF ARGENTINA/UK DISPUTE OVER MALVINAS 
ISLANDS, ARGENTINE FONMIN URGED NEW NEGOTIATIONS BETWEEN TWO 
COUNTRIES AND DECLARED THAT PERSONS INHABITING ISLANDS WOULD 
BE CARED FOR ACCORDING TO SPIRIT AND LETTER OF GA RES 2065 
(XX) AND ARGENTINA GOVERNMENT WOULD NOT RETREAT FROM ITS 
EFFORT TO RECOVER ISLANDS WRESTED FROM THEM BY IMPERIALISTIC ACT. 
ON OTHER ISSUES, VIGNES SUPPORTED SC RES 242 ON ME AS BEST 
POSSIBLE MEANS TO OBTAIN JUST SETTLEMENT, AND DECLARED THAT 
ON KOREAN QUESTION ARGENTINA WOULD NOT SUPPORT ANY RESOLUTION 
WHICH "DIRECTLY OR INDIRECTLY, MAY AFFECT TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY 
OF THAT COUNTRY OR THAT MAY DEPRIVE KOREAN PEOPLE OF THEIR 
RIGHT TO SELF-DETERMINATION." ON LOS, ARGENTINA EXPRESSED 
SUPPORT FOR 200-MILE TERRITORIAL SEA AND ADOPTION OF INTER- 
NATIONAL LEGISLATION ON CONTINENTAL SHELF BEYOND 200 MILES. 
(REPEATED INFO BUENOS AIRES) 

HAITI— FONMIN ADRIEN RAYMOND WELCOMED UN ADMISSION OF BAHAMAS, 
GDR AND FRG, SAYING THAT ADMISSION OF TWO GERMANYS REFLECTED 
DETENTE IN WESTERN EUROPE WHICH LIKELY TO REDUCE TENSIONS 
AND "THROW DOORS OPEN TO STABILITY." NOTING ESTABLISHMENT 
OF RELATIONS BETWEEN PRC AND JAPAN, US/USSR TRADE AGREEMENTS 
AND PRC/US DIALOGUE, FONMIN DECLARED GA HAD NEVER OPENED UNDER 
SUCH GOOD SIGNS AND THAT SYSTEM OF EQUILIBRIUM SEEMED TO BE 
LEADING NATIONS TO 'TRANS-IDEOLOGICAL WORLD." RAYMOND 
TESTPFIED THAT NEW SPIRIT OF DETENTE SHOULD NOT LET UN FORGET 
THAT MANY PEOPLE IN WORLD REMAIN HUNGRY, POVERTY STRICKEN 
AND UNDER COLONIAL RULE. HE URGED THAT THIS DETENTE BE 
EXTENDED TO THIRD WORLD. FOCUSING ON POLITICAL AND ECONOMIC 
DEVELOPMENTS IN HAITI, FONMIN DECLARED PRES JEAN CLAUDE 
DUVALIER HAD TAKEN NEW INITIATIVES TO COMBAT UNDERDEVELOPMENT, 
ESTABLISHED NEW FIVE-YEAR DEVELOPMENT PLAN, RELEASED NUMBER 
OF POLITICAL PRISONERS AND ESTABLISHED POLITICAL CLIMATE 
THAT WOULD ENCOURAGE HAITIAN EXILES TO RETURN HOME. ON 
INTERNATIONAL FRONT, FONMIN INDICATED HAITO HAS SIGNED TWO 
AGREEMENTS WITH FRANCE AND IMPROVED RELATIONS WITH SEVERAL 
WEST AFRICAN COUNTRIES. TURNING TO OTHER GLOBAL ISSUES,

MERELY RESPONDED TO GA REQUEST FOR INFORMATION. DE PINIES 
STATED SPANISH GOVT GUARANTEED SPANISH SAHARA FREE EXERCISE 
OF SELF-DETERMINATION OVER THEIR FUTURE, RIGHT WHICH 
COULD BE EXERCISED WHENEVER THEY WISHED. (REPEATED INFO

JAMIL M. BAROODY (SAUDI ARABIA) STATED HE WOULD SET RECORD

"GOD IS NOT IN REAL ESTATE BUSINESS" AND BALFOUR AND

IDEOLOGY INTRODUCED INTO "OUR MIDST", HE

WHEN CITY JUST AS SACRED TO CHRISTIANS AND MOSLEMS. HE 
CITED EMIGRATION OF 33,000 SOVIET JEWS TO ISRAEL, WHICH, 

HE ASSERTED, WAS NOT ENOUGH FOR MR. EBAN SINCE ZIONISM 
PREDICATED ON GATHERING ALL JEWS IN WORLD TOGETHER. BAROODY 
CHARGED ILLEGAL ACTIVITES CONCERNING EMIGRATION AND TERRORISM 
HAD BEEN FINANCED AND SUPPORTED BY AMERICAN ZIONIST 
ORGANIZATION IN 1940'S AND BY SOME US REPRESENTATIVES AND

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ABDUL KARIM AL-SHAIKHLY (IRAQ) STATED "ZIONIST REP" DID NOT 
WANT WORLD TO KNOW THAT ZIONISTS INTIMIDATED ARAB JEWS TO 
LEAVE THEIR COUNTRY FOR ISRAEL, AND HE MAINTAINED ZIONISTS'

UNCLASSIFIED 
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UNMANNED. SYG REP ADMITTED AMS STUDY NOT FULLY IMPLEMENTED 
SINCE IT HAD NOT MET WITH APPROVAL OF PREVIOUS USYG FOR THAT 
DEPT. STUDY WAS FOR 1971 AND PROPOSED BUDGET FOR 1974-75. 

AS FOR VACANCIES IN THAT DEPT, HE SAID THERE ARE PRESENTLY 
SEVEN EMPTY SLOTS OF WHICH FOUR UNDER ACTIVE RECRUITMENT.
